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Are Show ‘Rings Merry-go-rounds? 


By Otto V. Battles 


Several months ago a friend said to me, “Do you really think 
that our shows and our system of judging live animals on the basis 
of conformation are giving us the maximum results as a guide to 
continued live stock improvement? Does winning in the show ring 
have any particular bearing on the kind of progeny the winner will 
produce? Or are the show rings on the order of a

circuit, and I know that they do not demonstrate their true quality 
early in the show season. ‘iherefore I do not blame a judge if he 
does not place my animals over others that are brought out better 
at the time. There are many qualities to look for in a breeding 
animal of the beef breeds in addition to an ideal butcher carcass. 
Yet no one of them alone can be depended upon to insure 
an ideal conformation. For example, a good constitution 


merry-go-round in that they afford exhibitors an op- 
portunity to show the same animals or at least the 
same type of animals year after year but making no 
advancement as far as giving us any line on what to 
expect in the way of improved offspring ? I think,” said 
my friend, “that a more accurate method of determin- 
ing inherent possibilities should be developed.” He 
suggested that carcass tests of a certain number of the 
progeny of a sire would be a much more accurate 
method of proving the breeding value of a bull than 
our present system of judging his get on their confor- 
mation as live animals. 

In defense of the show ring method, which I hon- 
estly believe has had more to do than all other agencies 
of live stock improvement put together in the vast 
change for the better that has taken place in our live stock during 
the past seventy-five years, I replied to my friend something as 
follows. “Unquestionably both the show yard and our system of 
live stock judging are not infallible but they have done a lot of 
good and they have further value. We have to admit that we do 
not make as rapid progress when we select on the basis of small 
differences as we do with large ones. Perhaps the reason for this 
is that small differences may arise from environment as, for ex- 
ample, the way we fit our animals rather than from differences 
that can be inherited. But we do not know this certainly, so we 
have to take a chance. In fact, the question of chance enters into 
so many of the results in live stock breeding that there do not seem 
to be any rules that apply rigidly. Most of us understand that the 
external appearance of an animal is not an accurate measure of 
his hereditary make-up. We know that champions do not neces- 
sarily beget champions, nor even guarantee the approximate de- 
gree of excellence that a champion possesses. But in my exper- 
ience I have obtained more good animals from champion bulls and 
cows than from non-champions, so in the absence of a better sys- 
tem whose results can be proved, I depend upon my experience. 


Many of the things that we desire in a champion are present 
only for a short time during his life, usually when he is in show 
shape. The bloom and texture of flesh are at their best only once 
in a beef animal’s lifetime, and 
we endeavor to bring our mar- 
ket animals to that condition 
for slaughter. Consequently 
judges usually require that an 
animal be in the pink of condi- 
tion when in the show ring, 
which is not unreasonable. It 
has been my policy always to 
point the fitting of my ani- 
mals for the end of the show

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is important, but the Texas Longhorn had a constitution 
that enabled it to survive hardships which our modern beef 
animals could not endure, and we have no reason to sus- 
pect that the Spanish ancestors of the Texas Longhorns 
were good beef animals—most evidence points the other 
way. One cannot say therefore, that their strong consti- 
tutions were any indication of their ability to produce 
good beef animals. But we have some experience to indi- 
cate what some of the general characteristics are in good 
beef animals that are usually associated with constitution- 
al vigor although the relationship is not one hundred per 
cent perfect. 

For example, the difficulty of selecting animals for 
efficiency of gain is not necessarily a real obstacle. So 
much depends on the particular animals fed, that no importance 
attaches to the wrong guess on the conformation of any particular 
animal. When we select feeders we ask for a machine that will 
make good beef and we ask that that machine be beef itself at the 
end of the feeding period. We want efficiency of gain, a confor 
mation that suggests proper proportions of carcass, a conformation 
that also suggests ability to use large quantities of feed (and these 
requirements in conformation can well be contradictory). 

These are only a few of the considerations in buying feeder 
steers, but since some are contradictery to each other it is not sur- 
prising that we fail occasionally to find the best conformation, 
from the slaughter standpoint, associated with the most efficient 
gains. I feel that chance alone should bring this about with con- 
siderable regularity. An animal of good conformation which gains 
slowly or inefficiently falls in this category. In other words we 
are dealing with a random lack of association of character which 
experience suggests are usually found together. 

Most of us will admit, of course, that selection for carcass 
values brings the effect closer to the ultimate goal for which we 
produce meat animals. But I do not see that we would be any bet- 
ter off—for if we are bad judges of live animals, would we be any 
better judges of carcasses? 

We all agree that we are trying to obtain the best heredity 
possible for our breeding stock, and most breeders feel that selec- 
tion based on progeny, the kind of calves dropped, is more effective 
than that exercised directly upon the parents. We can, in other 
words, recognize good breeders more readily on the basis of off- 
spring produced than on the basis of the parents external appear- 
ance. But would a selection of sires or dams on the basis of the 
carcass of their offspring be more effective than to select them on 
the basis of live calves? Frankly, I think it would not, for a car- 
cass basis would ignore the machinery in the animal that makes a 
carcass. All we would know from that method would be that a 
bull was able to sire a calf that could develop a good beef carcass. 
We would not know whether it was adapted to produce that carcass 
on roughage or concentrates, in the feedlot or on pasture, under a 
hot, humid climate or on the high ranges, or whether it could rustl> 
or had to have its feed brought to it. Furthermore, I wonder if 
carcass judges have at any time proved themselves better able to 
select breeding stock than the live stock (Please turn to page 44

Denver Champions!

as white as snow—simply beautiful.”

Yes, 
Aberdeen-Angus as a breed, are fast forg- 
ing ahead. Cattlemen like them and so do 
the feeders, the packers, and the retailers. 
So why not employ Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
in the production of your calf crop? Get in 
line for better profits. Keep your heifers 
and use another high class registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bull on them—you’ll be sur- 
prised how quickly you will convert your 
present herd into a smooth, even lot of 
black cows. A cent to two cents per pound 
margin over your neighbor’s calves will 
spell a lot with the banker. 


The Idea! 


A recent communication from a gentle- 
man in the East who has become interested 
in Aberdeen-Angus cattle shows what a 
little effort on the part of Journal subscrib- 
ers can and does do toward the promotion 
of the breed. This gentleman writes: “Sev- 
eral Bay have given me copies of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal lately. . . . In 
reading them over I ran across some infor- 
mation that caused me to think that per- 
haps I could start with a registered herd 
at very little more than I could with a com- 
mercial herd. Although I still would only 
want them to raise good steers with at pres- 
ent, at least until I got onto or acquired the 
necessary knowledge needed to run a 
real good herd.” That shows what a little 
breed publicity will do—simply gives the 
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prospective buyer a better insight as to the 
real qualities and advantages of breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This same gentle- 
man has two sons who are likewise interest- 
ed in owning Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and 
all from becoming better acquainted with 
Aberdeen-Angus performance. 

Then the postscript makes one wonder 
where so many people get so many queer, 
untrue ideas about Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
He states further: “Some of the local 
farmers tell me that the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle do make good beef, but that the cows 
don’t give enough milk to raise a good calf. 
Seems peculiar that a herd capable of suc- 
cess under range conditions would not be 
able to raise their own calves.” 

The gentleman responsible for the spread 
of this particular piece of propaganda, like 
any other criminal failed to supply a com- 
plete alibi. He should have told our new 
friend that the ranchers also run great 
herds of milch goats along with their cattle 
in order to supply the calves with a suffici- 
ent amount of milk to make them market 
toppers when weaning season comes rolling 
around. Our good friend discovered this 
discrepancy in the story and wonders how 
come the range men are able to produce 
such good calves. The facts of the matter 
are that up until the time the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal came into the field to defend 
the Aberdeen-Angus, this great breed was 
constantly hampered by such nonsensical 
propaganda. If an Aberdeen-Angus cow 
can’t raise her own calf and do a better job 
of it out in the open than any other breed, 
we want to see the other breed. The A. H 
Schmidt calves that went to make up his 
series of grand championship carlots were 
born and raised in the mountains of Wyo- 
ming, and they had no nurse cows to follow. 
The Hadley calves that topped the Denver 
market at the last National Western Live 
Stock Show by about four cents per pound 
had no nurse cows. They were grown on a 
Nebraska range in the short grass country. 
The Barnes calves that figured so conspic- 
uously in the 1937 International grand 
champion car lot of fats were raised in the 
Sand Hill country and they had no nurse 


ows. 

Don’t let the propagandist mislead you. 
If Aberdeen-Angus cows were unable to 
raise their own calves why would folks be 
so favorable to the expansion of the breed? 
Remember this one thing: The Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is a business breed, depended 
upon to make a livlihood for the sturdy 
Scotch in the native country and Scotchmen 
don’t waste time building false fronts. It’s 
true that there is an occasional cow of any 
breed, even the best of dairy breeds, that 
would not give sufficient milk to raise a 
calf. Can you find anyone who would 
tolerate such a beast?

A few weeks back I was at To- 
lans, saw a few of the sale cattle, 
many that pleased me very much, 
and since, I have been back and seen 
the rest of them. I haven’t the 
slightest idea what will top the sale, 
nor what the average may be, but | 
do know that if you have a desire to 
attend a sale, to secure one or more 
short-legged, thickly-made founda- 
tion animals, a herd sire, a show bull 
or a show heifer, you may well find 
your choice at J. Garrett Tolans on 
Monday, June 19th. Among the show cat- 
tle offered is Eileenmere 190th, who wiil 
show this year as a two year old. He is 
one of the most compactly built bulls, low- 
set, a fine depth of body and with a show 
record of which one can be justly proud.

She too must be regarded as top show ma- 
terial. 

Then we come to Blackcap Tolan 100th, 
the very good little daughter of Blackcap 
Tolan 35th, the three times International 
grand champion cow and undefeated 
female. A cow that from the stand- 
point of individuality had no superi- 
or, and we haven’t yet seen her 
equal. This heifer may never be a 
three times International winner, but 
with her style and quality, her short 
leggedness, her compactness of body, 
and her breeding, she should be one 
of the most highly prized individuals 
in the entire list. Her sire, Hileen- 
mere 85th, looks better today than 
we have ever seen him, including his 
years in the show ring. 

Went into a small lot and saw 
about twenty of the nicest young 
heifers, and was told that the top 
six or eight would be entered in the 
sale. Daughters of Eileenmere 85th 
out of the prized Tolan matrons.

A brief note from W. A. McGregor of An- 
delot stating that he had recently sold thir- 
ty-two females to Oldfield Farms at Ga- 
lena, Maryland, looked like a story, so man- 
aged to get a few of the details. 

Knowing K. A. “Ken” Clark, manager of 
Oldfield Farms, and a few things about his 
history as concerned with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, we naturally expect that he was out 
after quality breeding females. I recalled 
too, that during a recent visit at Andelot, 
there were some sixty heifers, about ready 
to go, and a nice lot of choicely bred young 
things they were. There likely was some 
trading going on at Andelot on this group 
of heifers, and in the group were the thirty- 
two that Ken Clark selected for the founda- 
tion herd at Oldfield Farms. 

To Marylanders and to most . eastern 
breeders, Mr. Clark is known so well that 
the “mister” has been dropped and his us- 
ual title is “Ken” or “K. A.” However, he 
came to Maryland from Nebraska, of which 
University he graduated in Animal Hus- 
bandry and later took a Masters degree at 
Towa. The first position held in Maryland 
by Mr. Clark was Extension Animal Hus- 
bandman for the University of Maryland, 
and he remained at this institution for ten 
years. His many friends throughout the 
state will testify to his notable piece of 
work. Much of the credit for the formation 
of the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion must go to Mr. Clark. He served as 
secretary of the new organization for sev- 
eral years. 

A few years ago, Mr. D. E. Wight pur- 
chased a number of farms in Frederick 
county, and was successful in inducing Mr. 
Clark to assume the managership of these 
many farms. Mr. Wight named his farms, 
Monocacy Farms and the four years during 
which time Mr. Clark was associated with 
Mr. Wight, they together built a fine herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and an equally 
good stud of Percheron horses. 


When Oldfield Farms were purchased last 
year, the new owner started to find a mana- 
ger, capable of taking over a fifteen hun- 
dred acre farm, and building it into an out- 
standing live stock farm.

Misfortune at one time or another, in one 
way or another, seems to strike most breed- 
ers, either through the loss of several valu- 
able females by accident, or the loss of a 
good herd sire at an early age, for some one 
or another reason. 

A letter from Mrs. H. Hamilton Hackney 
of Cold Saturday reveals that they lost the 
young show and breeding bull, Andelot Per- 
petuation, and as Mrs. Hackney stated in 
her letter “You never know.” For a few 
days prior, she and Peter McIver, herdsman 
for Cold Saturday, were looking the bull 
over and decided that he had never looked 
better, and made plans to again exhibit him 
this year. Several veterinarians were call- 
ed in and despite their services, Perpetua- 
tion was lost. 

The Journal regrets the loss of this young 
herd sire, for he had many excellent quali- 
ties that would have resulted favorably in 
his get for Cold Saturday’s herd. He was 


an exceptionally smooth bull, much thicker 
than the average breeding bull, a good 
depth of body and a nice head, and wonder- 
ful fleshing qualities, all of which are hoped 
for in the get of a herd sire. 

Mrs. Hackney states that the only con- 
solation was that they had been getting a 
number of very good calves lately, and that 
was some help. Cold Saturday should get 
peed calves. They have a very fine cow 

erd, individuality and breeding both being 
considered, and the herd sires that are in 
service are of the best. However, despite 
the loss, Cold Saturday still has a good herd 
bull battery in that the senior herd sire, 
Andelot Prince Quality is still in his best 
years of service, the junior herd sire, Jock 
of Wheatland has his first crop of calves 
to be dropped at Cold Saturday this fall 
and Epponian 12th of Rosemere, full broth- 
er to the 1936 International grand cham- 
pion, and a great calf, will be placed in ser- 
vice later this year.

One seldom has the opportunity to visit 
as many of the newer herds as is the de. 
sire, but once in a while, we do see a new 
one. With Mr. L. W. Turner, of Lynch- 
burg, owner of this farm, we went on out 
and had a look at the farm and the herd, 
which he and Mrs. Turner have been acquir- 
ing the past year or so. 

The farm was purchased from Creswell, 
and was a part of that breeding firm’s ex- 
tensive holdings near Forest. It is a typi- 
cal Virginia stock farm, with much excel- 
lent pasture land, water in every pasture 
and a certain acreage that can be tilled for 
forage and hay. 

Mr. and Mrs. Turner plan to build the 
herd to seventy-five cows, and will retain 
for the trade on bulls only those that are of 
better quality, all bull calves will therefore 
have to be tops to avoid the market route 
from the farm. The reason for this being 
that Mr. Turner’s business in Lynchburg 
requires much of his time and effort, and 
much effort will be saved by steering and 
feeding out the average bull calf. 

However, there’s a good possibility that 
Old Elkton Farm will have a number of 
good sale bulls, for at the head of the herd 
is Prince Parade of Broadview 543249, a 
January 1938 son of Prince Parade 488146. 
This bull, now in the herd of Mr. George 
Sloane at Warrenton was used with excel- 
lent results at Broadview, also at Warren- 
ton. Mr. Turner selected Prince Parade in 
July of last summer, and has been develop- 
ing him carefully. He looks like a real herd 
sire to me, and should prove of much worth 
to the Old Elkton herd.

The Mid-west auctions have reached out 
into many states and we now find that 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Wisconsin 
and South Dakota are all listed under this 
corn belt heading. Now it is a simple 
thing to sit down and pound out a few 
thousand words to tell about these sales 
and the consignments to them, but I hit up- 
on a much better way to give a good idea 
of the type of cattle found in these good 
sales. 

When the pictures started to come into 
this office, they were for illustrations in 
the various catalogues, I thought that it 
would be a good idea to run them in this 
issue. The reason is obvious, not to save 
the writing on my part, but for this reason: 
Very few of the many thousand Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal readers ever get hold of 
every catalog that is printed. You who are 
having catalogs printed for your sale know 
that the usual number of books will run 
from six hundred up to a thousand five 
hundred copies. This means that only five 
to ten percent of The Journal’s subscribers 
ever get to see the pictures if run only in 
the sale catalogs. 


Now to this great ninety percent of read- 


ers I would like to call attention to the 
pictures on the following pages. They are 
all recent photos, many snapped by little 
kodaks and not the best exposures in the 
world, but they do show the main part of 
our business, that of producing a good 
quality of individuals and offering these 
good ones as breeding stock for the found- 
ing of new herds. 

Out of the more than two thousand head 
offered this spring at auction sales I do not 
believe that any cattle have sold, or will 
sell, at a price beyond your purse strings, 
all of them are able to go ahead and repay 
many times the purchase price and a great 
majority of these females offered will re- 
pay the original cost inside the next eight- 
een months.

The South is Getting “Blacker” 


The Northeast Mississippi Live Stock 
Show, held at West Point, April 5, 6, and 
7, turned out to be another entirely Aber- 
deen-Angus show—not necessarily in quan- 
tity but decidedly so in quality. The Aber- 
deen-Angus steers were outnumbered, but 
as has been demonstrated at some of the 
other shows, it does not take numbers to 
win. In the heavyweight baby beef class, 
twenty-one steers shown, all breeds com- 
peting, first, second, fourth and fifth went 
to the Aberdeen-Angus steers. In the light- 
weight class, 27 steers showing, one, two, 
four and five were Aberdeen-Angus and 
seven of the top 10 were Aberdeen-Angus. 
Winner of the heavyweight class was a 
young man named, Weir Mauney, of Rip- 
ley, Mississippi. Running a close second 
was Homer McKenzie, of Michigan City. In 
the lightweight division, Claude Lowry, 
Jr., of Ashland, Mississippi, went to the top 
with about as typy a steer as I have ever 
seen. He was young and needed about six- 
ty days more feed but was certainly a short- 
legged, short bodied, deep-bodied calf—was 
uniform in spread all the way through. Sec- 
ond place in this class went to Richard 
Jones, of Tiplersville, Mississippi, on anoth- 
er very typy Aberdeen-Angus calf. 


When these four calves met for the grand 
and reserve champions of the entire show, 
the Hereford boys had to sit back and take 
notice. Here were four mighty good calves, 
any one of them good enough to win at 
most any Southern show seen that year.

Mr. F. L. Neubauer, Purdum, Nebraska, 
tells in an interesting way how he happen- 
ed to get into the production of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle for commercial pur. 
poses. He says: “Well it’s like this, I al- 
ways liked Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
about thirty years ago with two Shorthorn 
cows, which was all I had, I started cross- 
ing them with an Aberdeen-Angus bull, 
and have since kept registered Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls. We run about fifty cows. We 
do not attempt to raise registered stuff. We 
shipped a load to Omaha in 1937 to the Han- 
son Commission Company, mixed steers and 
heifers, they sold to Kirkpatrick Brothers, 
order buyers. The cattle went to Illinois 
two weeks later, and they wrote me that 
their client wanted to know if papers could 
be furnished. Five of these were later re- 
ported to have won in Illinois shows. * * * 
Bulls have been our trouble, hard to get, 
there not being enough breeders to group 
up and purchase together has made it rath- 
er difficult for single breeders to procure 
the quality bulls desired.”

exact degree desired by the market and stop 
at that point no matter what additional food 
they receive. So if we make mistakes we 
prefer to make them on the safe side from 
an economic standpoint. 


If we should select for carcass value as 
determined by slaughter records, we would 
also have to select separately for efficiency 
of gain, rate of gain, weight for age, con- 
stitution, and a lot of other traits on which 
we make approximate estimates in judging 
live animals, but which would complicate 
our decisions just as greatly under new 
methods as they do now. If we should wait 
to take records on all of these points for 
the offspring of our bulls and cows and 
determine their relative values, the parents 
would die of old age before we would know 
that they could be used safely. We already 
have so many hazards with lack of long- 
evity; infertility, disease control, and acci- 
dents, that we do not secure large enough 
numbers of calves to permit proper <elec- 
tions.
